EDUCATION,  INCORPORATED 


This  is  the  annual  report  of  the  factory,  Education, 
Incorporated.  In  this  school  year  1946  and  1947  another 
group  of  finished  products,  the  seniors,  has  been  run  off 
the  assembly  line.  In  the  developing  stages  are  the  juniors 
and  sophomores.  Processing  raw  materials,  the  freshmen, 
has  been  started.  Educational  raw  material  is  alive.  It  has 
life  and  desires  action.  Such  material  helps  to  refine  itself. 
Our  raw  material  and  workers  are  one. 

These  student  workers  have  engaged  in  diversified 
studies  relative  to  tlieir  particular  needs  and  have  parti¬ 
cipated  in  numerous  extra-curricular  activities  for  their 
own  enjoyment.  They  have  striven  to  produce  better  minds 
in  better  bodies  for  integrated  personalities. 

The  factory  foremen,  the  faculty,  have  trained  the 
workers  skillfully  and  have  guided  them  in  forming  the 
products. 

We  speak  of  the  products  as  being  finished.  They  are 
finished  in  regard  to  this  factory.  Perhaps  some  workers 
will  start  operating  immediately,  while  others  may  go  on 
to  larger  plants  of  learning  to  become  more  skilled  and 
more  polished. 

The  picture  at  the  left  typifies  the  seniors  who  are 
walking  toward  the  horizon.  Twelve  ye.irs  of  their  formal 
education  have  been  completed.  They  are  walking  ahead 
prepared  for  what  obstacles,  joys,  or  difficulties  the  future 
will  bring  them. 

Education,  Incorporated,  is  about  to  close  shop  for  a 
season,  but  the  plant  will  reopen  and  get  into  operation 
in  the  fall  for  the  new  school  year  of  1947-48. 
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For  Our  Thoughts,  Talents,  Trades,  <Sk  Techniques 


This  factory  is  designed  to  develop  thoughts,  talents, 
trades,  and  techniques  for  the  individual  worker. 

In  dealing  with  thoughts  the  school’s  job  has  been  two¬ 
fold,  not  only  to  elevate  thinking  but  also  to  train  people 
to  think.  In  the  vocation  classes,  organized  this  year,  the 
students  have  tried  to  understand  religion,  moral  codes, 
and  social  life  and  to  clarify  their  own  philosophy  of  life. 
Students  have  delved  into  the  past  in  order  to  gain  a  per¬ 
spective  for  the  solving  of  future  problems. 

Talents  in  speaking,  writing,  acting,  drawing,  and 
singing  have  been  encouraged.  A  speech  class  and  the 
Forum  Club  have  smoothed  and  mellowed  voices  and  also 
have  made  minds  alert.  A  journalism  class,  in  addition  to 
the  English  classes,  and  work  on  the  factory's  paper  and 
annual  have  taught  the  workers  to  express  themselves 
verbally.  A  dramatic  art  club  has  trained  would-be  David 
Garricks  and  Ethel  Barrymores.  An  art  class  has  sought 
to  locate  latent  talent  in  painting  and  etching.  Vocal  cords 
and  diaphragms  have  been  strengthened  in  the  choir  and 
the  glee  club. 

The  trades  and  techniques  have  been  developed  in 
home  economics  classes,  agricultural  classes,  shop  classes, 
and  commercial  classes.  Some  of  the  plant’s  workers  will 
become  future  home  makers ;  some  will  be  our  future  farm¬ 
ers,  some  our  engineers,  mechanics,  and  draftsmen ;  some 
our  accountants,  secretaries,  stenographers,  and  execu¬ 
tives. 


PLANT  VALUE  reaches  $191,847 


The  net  assets  of  the  factory  this  year  total  $191,847. 
This  includes  the  high  school  which  has  a  capacity  for 
three  hundred  and  fifty  students  and  twenty  teachers,  a 
gymnasium,  auditorium,  band  building,  and  vocation  shop 
building,  grade  schools  which  hold  nineteen  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  and  five  hundred  and  fifty  students,  a  camp  which  is 
owned  by  the  school  city,  and  a  football  stadium  and  a 
track.

The  foremen  and  supervisors  of  this  factory  of  know¬ 
ledge  are  the  teachers.  They  have  had  long  years  of  con¬ 
centrated  study  and  long  years  of  conscientious  service. 
Their  studies  are  two-fold,  to  train  the  worker  in  school 
life  and  to  develop  a  better  citizen.  They  are  well  qualified 
in  know-how  and  experience;  they  are  adept  at  using  all 
the  equipment ;  and  they  can  instruct  others  in  the  various 
skills. 


The  factory  has  twelve  different  plants  headed  by 
capable  and  energetic  foremen.  There  is  an  Agricultural 
Department,  a  Home  Economics  Department,  and  Indus¬ 
trial  Arts  Department,  a  Language  Department,  a  Mathe¬ 
matics  Department,  a  Music  Department,  a  Physical  Edu¬ 
cation  Department,  a  Science  Department,  and  a  Social 
Studies  Department. 

At  the  right  we  see  the  foremen  gathered  for  last- 
minute  instructions  in  the  principal’s  office.  For  here  ex¬ 
cuses  are  written,  telephone  calls  are  made,  and  mail  re¬ 
ceived.

MODERN  DEVELOPMENT 


Equipment  must  continually  be  renewed  and  improv¬ 
ed  to  meet  changes  in  the  demands  of  the  world.  The  new 
books  pertaining  to  many  subjects  can  be  found  in  the 
libraries.  Machinery  in  printing  rooms  and  shop  classes 
must  change  as  techniques  change.  Textbooks,  too,  must 
keep  abreast  of  the  times.  Everything  must  fit  the  indi¬ 
vidual  to  live  and  work  effectively  in  the  world. 


Iii  the  classes  the  students  assemble  each  day  to  go  to 
work.  For  it  is  here  that  the  foremen  are  in  direct  super¬ 
vision  of  their  work  and  operations.  At  the  left  is  a  picture

Talents  and  trades  spread  in  other  fields.  In  this 
factory  talents  and  techniques  in  many  fields  are  en¬ 
couraged.  The  worker  must  he  aide  to  adapt  himself 
to  changing  vocations  and  he  can  do  this  only  by 
learning  varied  skills.  Both  a  liberal  arts  education 
and  a  vocational  education  are  offered.  Students  with 
the  advice  of  the  faculty  can  then  choose  whichever 
course  they  prefer.  Some  feel  they  need  a  liberal  edu¬ 
cation  to  train  their  minds.  Others  feel  they  learn 
through  experience,  so  they  choose  the  vocational  edu¬ 
cation.  But  whichever  they  choose  there  is  a  flexible 
schedule  which  fits  their  needs. 

In  biology  (top  picture)  the  students  get  the 
fundamentals  in  science  of  plants  and  animals.  Here 
students  are  learning  the  use  of  the  microscope  in  ex¬ 
ploring  strange  fields.  In  the  home  economics  classes 
(center  picture)  the  students  learn  essentials  in  home 
making  plus  knowledge  of  nursing  and  etiquette.  In 
the  chemistry  class  (bottom  picture)  knowledge  of 
the  chemical  changes  of  matter  is  sought.  In  the  large 
picture  are  students  of  the  world  history  class  which 
studies  the  events  from  before  the  paleolithic  age  to 
World  War  II. 


. . .  SPECIAL  SERVICES  . . . 


There  are  in  this  plant  several  features  of  which  many 
are  unaware.  Some  of  these  features  are  the  G.I.  training 
program,  the  commercial  cannery,  drivers’  training,  and 
the  agricultural  classes. 

G.I.  classes  have  just  been  instituted  this  year.  A  ma¬ 
thematics  class  is  taught  by  Miss  Carver  every  Tuesday 
and  Thursday  evening  from  7:00  to  9:30.  Just  below  this 
room  Mr.  McBride  teaches  an  agriculture  class  on  the 
same  evenings,  while  on  the  other  evenings  of  the  week  the 
class  is  handled  by  Clarence  W.  Gall. 

A  commercial  cannery  is  owned  and  operated  by  the 
school  city.  Here  the  general  public  can  purchase  cans  and 
can  their  own  foods.  This  cannery  was  launched  during 
the  war  and  has  played  a  vital  part  in  the  work  of  the 
home  makers  of  the  community. 

A  drivers’  training  program  has  long  been  in  opera¬ 
tion  in  Columbia  City  High  School.  Under  the  guidance 
of  a  teacher,  a  student  learns  to  operate  a  car  in  this  dual- 
con  trol  a  u  tomobile. 

The  agriculture  classes  have  carried  on  special  pro¬ 
jects  such  as  their  fish  pond  and  pest  drive. 


COMMUNITY  SERVICES 


Community  services  which  are  greatly  appreciated  by 
the  townspeople  are  carried  on. 

The  Hi-Y,  which  is  the  junior  division  of  the  YMCA, 
lias  done  much  in  promoting  good  will  between  this  and 
other  schools.  At  basketball  games  they  printed  and  dis¬ 
tributed  complete  programs,  ushered  pe  jple  to  their  seats, 
and  served  the  opposing  team  with  food  after  the  game.  In 
the  bottom  left  picture  we  see  these  chefs  practicing  their 
culinary  arts. 

The  typing  classes  have  performed  tasks  heretofore 
unheralded.  They  type  documents  sent  to  them  by  local 
businessmen  besides  serving  as  clerical  aids  when  and 
where  needed. 

A  new  service  conducted  by  the  speech  department 
was  a  Junior  Town  Meeting  with  Peru  and  Howe  Military 
Academy.  Here  speakers  and  audience  participated  in  a 
discussion  of  the  atomic  bomb  and  its  future  use. 

The  marching  and  concert  band  has  done  an  unfor¬ 
gettable  bit  of  work  in  the  community.  They  have  marched 
at  the  football  games  both  at  the  local  Carter  Field  and 
at  other  schools  stadiums.  They  have  boosted  the  school 
spirit  by  their  peppy  music  at  basketball  games.  A  great 
service  has  been  that  of  offering  Sunday  afternoon  con¬ 
certs  from  the  court  house  square  en  hot  summer  days.

The  NFL  is  a  part  of  the  department  of  our  factory  concerned  with  public  speak¬ 
ing  and  speech  training.  This  is  a  national  honor  society  for  debaters  and  speakers. 
Members  are  elected  by  a  tliree-fourths  vote  if  tliev  have  the  forensic,  scholastic,  and 
character  requirements.  Prospective  members  must  have  made  twenty  points  in  speech 
activities,  have  a  satisfactory  record  in  scholastic  work  and  be  of  good  character. 

The  four  degrees  which  can  be  obtained  by  a  member  are  Degree  of  Merit,  20 
points;  Degree  of  Honor,  50  points;  Degree  of  Excellence,  100  points;  and  Degree  of 
Distinction,  200  points.  Jeweled  pins  and  seals  accompany  these  various  degrees. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  local  chapter.  Miss  Thornburgh  has  served  as  ad¬ 
visor  and  corresponding  secretary.  The  other  officers  are:  president,  Roscoe  Grade¬ 
less;  vice-president,  Ben  Gates;  secretary,  Kay  Stemen. 

Ten  members  of  the  local  chapter  attended  the  state  NFL  Tournament  at  Laporte 
late  in  March  and  gave  a  creditable  showing.
